Superintending  School  Committee. 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  Bradley: 

We  present  for  your  consideration  a  report  of  the  school  work  of  the 
town  for  the  past  municipal  year. 

While  we  shall  not  enter  into  any  discussion  in  regard  to  the  merits  or 
defects  of  any  particular  school,  it  may  be  said,  generally  speaking,  that  the 
past  school  year  has  been  a  satisfactory  one,  though  there  has  not  been  that 
advancement  made  that  we  should  have  been  glad  to  have  seen. 

We  wish  it  were  in  our  power  to  awaken  in  the  parents  a  sense  of  the 
great  responsibility  that  rests  with  them,  and  that  they  might  be  aroused  to 
action,  that  they  would  take  more  personal  interest  in  our  common  schools, 
that  they  would  see  that  their  children  were  more  punctual  in  their  attend- 
ance, that  there  might  be  less  tardiness,  and  a  larger  number  of  scholars  in 
our  town  be  sent  to  school,  and  a  less  number  be  allowed  to  idle  away  their 
time. 

One  great  draw-back  to  the  perfect  success  of  our  schools  is,  that  we  are 
obliged  to  employ  those  that  are  only  waiting  for  something  better  to  turn 
up,  and  the  moment  that  occurs,  they  leave  teaching  for  something  more 
remunerative  or  congenial  to  their  tastes. 

Trained  teachers  are  what  we  need  to  make  perfect  schools. 

We  call  your  attention  to  the  following  tabulations  of  the  several  schools, 
which  will  show  the  different  schools  and  their  teachers,  the  number  regis- 
tered in  each,  and  many  other  facts  in  connection  with  them  which  you  may 
desire  to  know.

Composition  and  Decla- 
mation once  in  two  weeks.  Elective  studies,  Book-keeping,  Geometry,  Nat- 
ural Philosophy. 

SCHOOL  REGULATIONS. 

Omissions  of  Studies.  No  pupil  of  any  school,  shall  be  excused  from  any 
study  or  exercise  of  the  regular  course,  unless  special  permission  is  granted 
by  the  committee. 

Tardiness  and  Absence.  For  tardiness  and  absence,  the  teacher  shall  re- 
quire a  written  excuse  from  the  parent  or  guardian,  and  in  default  of  it,  may 
inflict  such  penalty  as  the  Committee  may  approve.  Examinations.  The 
annual  examination  of  all  the  schools,  shall  take  place  as  near  the  close  of 
the  school  year  as  may  be  convenient ;  pupils  will  be  examined  at  the  close 
of  each  term,  before  entering  any  higher  grade.  Diplomas.  Diplomas 
shall  be  awarded  by  the  Committee  at  the  annual  examination,  to  such 
members  of  the  graduating  class  as  have  completed  the  prescribed  course 
of  study,  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination.  No  other  text  book  than 
those  authorized  by  the  Committee  can  be  introduced  into  the  schools. 

In  closing  our  report,  we  earnestly  hope  that  the  people  of  Bradley  will 
take  early  measures  to  provide  a  new  school  house  for  the  village  district.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDING  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  Bradley; 

We  submit  herewith  our  report  of  the  schools  for  the  year 
1887-88. 

The  work  of  the  year  has  been  of  an  unusual  character,  repairs 
and  improvement  in  general. 

The  number  of  teachers  employed  has  been  the  same  as  in  pre- 
vious years.  The  teachers  have  been  very  successful  in  their 
labors.  The  attendance  has  been  very  much  better  than  usual 
and  in  many  instances  a  determined  desire  has  been  shown  by 
the  scholars  and  the  teacher  to  make  the  best  of  their  advantages 
in  climbing  the  hill  of  knowledge,  and  where  such  a  spirit  has 
manifested,  there  we  have  had  the  most  interesting  and  successful 
school. 

One  year  ago  the  town  saw  fit  to  abolish  the  district  system, 
now,  after  one  year's  trial,  we  honestly  believe  it  to  be  a  wise 
policy. 

Our  argument  in  its  favor  is  the  equal  school  burdens  for  all  the 
citizens,  equal  privileges  for  all  the  scholars,  better  school  houses 
and  better  teachers. 

Where  the  school  is  small  the  few  scholars  have  just  as  many 
weeks  of  school  as  those  where  the  school  is  large.  Why 
shouldn't  they?    The  property  pays  the  same  tax  in  each. 

We  invite  your  careful  attention  to  the  following  tables  and 
hope,  if  you  find  anything  unfavorable,  you  will  aid  us  or  success- 
ors in  making  the  proper  correction.

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The  amount  of  money  at  our  disposal  has  been  the  same  as  has 
been  appropriated  in  previous  years,  as  an  examination  of  the 
following  statement  will  show  : 


SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

Our  new  school  house  number  one  is  in  good  condition  with 
the  exception  of  slight  damage  done  by  frost.  Mr.  A.  P.  Brown, 
(Grammar  school  teacher)  has  had  the  general  care  of  the 
building  during  the  past  winter,  you  would  hardly  know  by  the 
looks  of  the  school  rooms  that  there  had  been  a  school  taught  in 
them.  The  scholars  are  very  proud  of  the  building  and  well  they 
may  be.  for  it  is  as  fine  a  school  building  as  can  be  found  in  any 
town  of  the  same  size  and  wealth  in  the  State.  The  wood  shed 
needs  repairing. 

School  house  number  two  was  thoroughly  repaired  and 
modernized  last  fall.  It  needs  to  be  painted  and  woodshed 
built. 

School  house  number  three  needs  to  be  thoroughly  repaired, 
woodshed  built. 

TEXT  BOOKS. 

There  has  not  been  any  change  made  in  text  books  within  the 
year. 

The  books  furnished  by  the  Town  in  most  cases  have  been  care- 
fully used,  and  no  scholar  remained  out  of  school  from  a  lack  of 
books.  No  other  text  book  then  those  authorized  by  the  commit- 
tee can  he  introduced  into  the  schools. 

Course  of  Study  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Bradley. 

PRIMARY  SCHOOL. 

Reading  and  spelling,  Lippincott's  First  Reader ;  completed 
arithmetic,  Greenleaf's  New  Primary ;    printing  and  drawing. 
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Pupils  to  be  taught  to  draw  by  copies  placed  upon  the  board  by 
the  teacher,  Sheldon's  Object  Lessons  to  be  used  by  the  teacher. 

INTERMEDIATE  SCHOOL. 

Reading  and  Spelling,  Lippincott's  Second  Reader,  Arithmetic, 
Greenleaf 's  New  Primary  completed,  Greenleaf's  Intellectual  to 
United  States  Money,  Geography,  Harper's  Introductory  Geogra- 
phy completed.  Writing  fifteen  minutes  daily  during  the  course 
ot  two  years.  All  marks  of  puuetuation  to  be  thoroughly  learned, 
pupils  to  have  a  thorough  drill  in  the  sounds  of  letters,  drawing 
from  copies  placed  upon  the  board  by  the  teacher,  Sheldon's 
Object  Lessons  to  be  used. 

GRAMMAR  SCHOOL,  (Course  of  four  years.) 

FIRST  YEAR.

SCHOOL  REGULATIONS. 

CARE  OF  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS. 

Teachers  shall  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the  rooms, 


Note. — The  teacher  to  be  very  careful  when  scholars  have  advanced  enough 
to  call  their  attention  to  the  pauses  and  sounds  of  the  letters. 
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entries,  grounds  and  out-buildings  of  their  several  schools,  report- 
ing to  the  S.  S.  committee  any  damage  or  defacement  which  they 
may  sustain. 

TIME  OF  OPENING  THE  ROOMS. 

All  the  school  rooms  should  be  open  and  the  teachers  present, 
fifteen  minutes  before  the  time  prescribed  for  the  commencement 
of  each  session. 

VENTILATION. 

Teachers  shall  see  that  the  school  rooms  are  properly  ventila- 
ted, the  windows  being  thrown  open  during  recess  and  that  the 
temperature  be  maintained  at  a  proper  standard. 

OMISSIONS  OF  STUDIES. 

No  pupil  of  any  school  shall  be  excused  from  any  study  or  ex- 
ercise of  the  regular  course,  unless  special  permission  is  granted 
by  the  committee. 

TARDINESS  AND  ABSENCE.  * 

For  tardiness  and  absence,  the  teacher  shall  require  a  written 
excuse  from  the  parent  or  guardian,  and  in  default  of  it,  may  in- 
flict such  penalty  as  the  committee  may  approve. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

The  annual  examination  of  all  the  schools,  shall  take  place  as 
near  the  close  of  the  school  year  as  may  be  convenient.  Pupils 
will  be  examined  at  the  close  of  each  term,  before  entering  any 
higher  grade. 

DIPLOMAS. 

Diplomas  shall  be  awarded  by  the  committee  at  the  annual  ex- 
amination, to  such  members  of  the  graduating  class  as  have  com- 
pleted the  prescribed  course  of  study  and  passed  a  satisfactory 
examination. 

MORAL  INFLUENCE. 

The  teacher  should  exercise  a  guardianship  over  those  entrusted 
to  their  care  and  endeavor  to  inculcate  principles  of  kindness, 
truthfulness,  purity,  industry,  frugality  and  temperance. 

In  conclusion  permit  us  to  ask  your  hearty  co-operation  in 
working  united,  persistently  and  intelligently  for  the  advancement 
of  our  schools.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

Superintending  School  Committee. 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  Bradley  : 

We  herewith  submit  our  report  of  the  schools  for  the  year  1888-9. 

During  the  past  year  the  towu  schools  have  with  few  exceptions 
been  well  governed  and  well  instructed.  The  scholars  have  shown  a 
marked  degree  of  interest  in  their  studies  and  new  school  rooms.  The 
text-books  have  been  furnished  by  the  town  and  bv  so  doing  there  is 
thorough  uniformity. 

School  house  Xo.  1  should  receive  another  coat  of  paint;  there  should 
be  a  new  wood-shed  ;  lot  graded,  and  above  all  the  foundation  should 
be  repaired.  With  the  exception  of  the  foundation  and  damage  done 
to  the  plastering  by  the  frost,  the  house  is  in  good  condition. 

The  amount  of  money  appropriated  last  year  for  schools  was  the 
same  as  in  previous  years,  with  the  addition  of  $75  for  Free  High 
School.  Bv  inspection  of  financial  report  and  the  following  tables  you 
will  see  how  it  has  been  expended.

SCHOOL  REGULATIONS. 

CARE  OF  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS. 

Teachers  shall  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the  rooms,  entries, 
grounds  and  out-buildings  of  their  several  schools,  reporting  to  the  S. 
S.  committee  any  damage  or  defacement  which  they  may  sustain. 

TIME  OF  OPENING  THE  ROOMS. 

All  the  school  rooms  should  be  open  and  the  teachers  present,  fifteen 
minutes  before  the  time  prescribed  for  the  commencement  of  each 
session 

VENTILATION. 

Teachers  shall  see  that  the  school  rooms  are  properly  ventilated,  the 
windows  being  thrown  open  during  recess  aud  that  the  temperature  be 
maintained  at  a  proper  standard. 

OMISSIONS  OF  STUDIES. 

No  pupil  of  any  school  shall  be  excused  from  any  study  or  exercise 
of  the  regular  course,  unless  special  permission  is  granted  by  the  com- 
mittee. 

TARDINESS  AND  ABSENCE. 

For  tardiness  and  absence,  the  teacher  shall  require  a  written  excuse 
from  the  parent  or  guardian,  and  in  default  of  it,  may  inflict  such  pen- 
alty as  the  committee  may  approve. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

The  annual  examination  of  all  the  schools  shall  take  place  as  near 
the  close  of  the  school  year  as  may  be  convenient.  Pupils  will  be  ex- 
amined at  the  close  of  each  term,  before  entering  any  higher  grade. 

DIPLOMAS. 

Diplomas  shall  be  awarded  by  the  committee  at  the  annual  examina- 
tion, to  such  members  of  the  graduating  class  as  have  completed  the 
prescribed  course  of  study  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination. 
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MORAL  INFLUENCE. 


The  teachers  should  exercise  a  guardianship  over  those  entrusted  to 
their  care  and  endeavor  to  inculcate  principles  of  kindness,  truthful- 
ness, purity,  industry,  frugality  and  temperance. 

In  conclusion  permit  us  to  ask  your  hearty  co-operation  in  working 
united,  persistently  and  intelligently  for  the  advancement  of  our 
(schools.
